United States will go to the polls to­ 
m orrow and re g iste r their choice for 
president and vice president. 
T h e voters in many states also will 
be called upon to choose new state 
officials and to express their approval 
or disapproval of proposed state con­ 
stitutional a m e n d m e n ts and a variety 
of o th e r propositions referred to the 
people by the state legislatures. 
Election eve s ta te m e n ts m ade by 
the rival party m a n a g e rs expressed 
optimism as to the outcom e of the 
presidential contest. * C h airm an But* 
e r^ o l the Republican national com 
rnittee said: 
"It is my belief that 
Calvin Coolidge and C harles G. Dawes 
will be elected on T u esd ay and th a t 
they will have m o re th an 350 votes 
out of 531 in th e electoral college. 
File issues are clear-cut and I believe 
he country u n d e rsta n d s th em t h o r ­ 
oughly.” 
John W . Davit, Dem ocratic candi­ 
date for president, said 
the country 
will elect a congress pledged to prog 
ress and remedial liberal legislation.’* 
His sta te m e n t fu r th e r declares that 
Senator La Follette has no c h a n c e of 
election, and adds that it is evident 
th a t President Coolidge has not been 
and will not be in accord with th e 
purposes of such a congress as it is 
said will be elected.

He never returned alive, for at 
about IO o’clock that morning he was 
killed by Sioux Indians on the top of 
what was known as Big Hill, over 
( which the crude road to Crook City 
wended its way. 
Information of the 
killing of tho "sky pilot” created in­ 
tense excitement among the rough- 
nnd-ready element then making up 
the population of the young Dead- 
! wood, which at the time was termed 
the wildest raining camp In the world. 
A posse was quickly formed by 
heavily armed men, who started out 
to punish the Indians. 
Members of 
the posse had several skirmishes with 
I the Sioux raiders that same afternoon, 
killing several of them, but themselves 
losing five of their men. 
When mem­ 
bers of the posse made their way back 
to Deadwood, where the body of the 
slain “sky pilot” had been taken, they 
found “Calamity Jane.” a noted fron­ 
tier woman, and “Kitty” Arnold, a 
familiar character in Deadwood In the 
early days, laying out the body of; 
the dead clergyman in his cabin for 
burial. 
“Calamity Jane” said, with 
tears streaming down her face: 
“Isn’t it too had that the only man 
who canto here to tell us how to live 
Mad to be killed by the Indians?” 


Preached In Saloon. 
On one occasion “Preacher” Smith, 
on invitation of the proprietor, held 
religious services in the saloon nnd 
gambling den of ‘“Nutshell Bill,” un I 
early Deadwood character.

Then the stranger informed the men 
that he was a Methodist minister. He 
was told that he was up against a 
hard proposition, to which bt* replied: 
“Possibly so, hut I will do the best 
I can.” 
His only baggage when be 
entered the Black Hills was a small 
valise. 
He was a man about six feet 
tall and of fine physique. 
Ills Hge at 
the time he reached Deadwood was 
about forty. 
He came West from the 
New England States to preach the gos­ 
pel among the rough men of that day.
